All our seeds are fresh. All are carefully examined before sending. 
Nothing is sold but what seems, to the best of our knowledge, to be 
first-class. Anxious to have our customers come to us regularly every 
year, it is not to our interest to send anything but first-class seeds. 
What are unsold at the close of the season, we sow ourselves, to keep 
up our supply of seedlings, hence customers can'rely on the fresh 
quality of what we offer. 


In some seeds, especially Quercus and Carya, an egg is deposited by a fly, which 
cannot be detected until the worm makes the hole in the seed on its exit, and there 
are often some unsound ones which it is impossible to detect when collecting them. 
We do our best to collect in places believed to be free from the insect, and to give 
only sound and perfect seeds. Injuries which may come from these hidden causes 
are of course at the risk of the purchaser. There are some trees, such as the Lirio- 
dendron, for instance, which never perfect all their seeds; some are always bad, 
and there is no way to separate the imperfect ones. 

We pack to the best of our judgment, and the prices of seeds are fixed to repre- 
sent their value when they leave our hands, and we cannot be responsible for their 
condition when received by the purchaser. 


GUARANTEE—While we exercise great care to have all seeds pure 
and reliable, our seeds are sold without any warranty, express or 
implied, and without any responsibility in respect to the crop. If our 
seeds are not accepted on these terms, they must be returned at once. 


Not less than one-quarter pound is furnished at pound rates, nor one-quarter 
bushel at bushel rates. Half ounces of any of the seeds may be obtained where the 
price per ounce is not quoted at less than twenty cents. Satisfactory arrangements 
for payment must accompany orders from unknown correspondents.

We have made a specialty of native trees, shrubs and plants for over forty years, and 
have now, we believe, a larger collection of this class of stock than any other nursery in the 
world. Our establishment is well known, not only in this country but throughout Europe 
also, where we have numerous customers, many of whom have dealt with us for many years. 

To those who have never purchased nursery stock in America, we would say that the 
cost of shipment to Europe is quite light both for large and small packages. We have rates 
by express of $3.00 per hundred pounds to Liverpool, Havre, Hamburg and Bremen; $4.00 
per hundred pounds to London, Glasgow, and other points in the United Kingdom, Paris, 
and points in Germany; also Vienna and Prague, Genoa and Copenhagen. For small 
parcels of twenty to thirty pounds, the rate to above points is generally not more than 
$1.00 to $2.50. Larger quantities, by freight, cost less. 

Our location is such that there is scarcely a day from Fall until Spring but that we can 
make shipments—when the weather is severe in winter, it usually does not last more than 
a few days or a week. From October to January isa particularly fine season for European 


shipments.

Extract from the Vew York Tribune, September 10, 1893. Written by George 
Nicholson, curator Royal Gardens, Kew, London. 


‘‘One of the most interesting days I spent in America was in Germantown, 
where I visited Mr. Thomas Meehan, the Nestor among American tree lovers and 
planters. I was particularly glad to make Mr. Meehan’s acquaintance, because 
fifty years ago he was a gardener in Kew, where he laid the foundation of that 
extensive knowledge which has enabled him to build up one of the most important 
nurseries in America. Here I found a larger number of American trees and shrubs 
than can be found in any other nursery in the world, and it is through Mr. Meehan’s 
efforts, I am told, that American trees are now so much more largely cultivated in 
their native land than they were a quarter of acentury ago. In this nursery may 
be found seedlings of American oaks, elms, hickories, dogwoods and maples by tens 
of thousands, and here is the only place, I believe, where many of the rarer trees 
and shrubs can be had in large quantities. Here, too, I saw remarkable examples 
of many rare trees, such as the broad-leaved maple of Oregon, the cedrela from 
northern China, the Hovenia dulcis of Japan, a curious tree with thick fleshy fruit 
stems, which are eaten by the Japanese. Mr. Meehan has done the people good 
service in securing several small parks, including the site of the famous Bartram 
Garden, which was the first botanical garden in the New World. WHe has been 
instrumental in adding eighteen small parks in Philadelphia.”’
